| NOT HIS WIFE. 


Frederick De Bellville’s Answer to 
the Divorce Petition. 


He Admits He Got an “Arkansas” Divorce 
and Married Againe-Interesting Corre- 
spondence-*Judge Donahoe Emphatically 
Criticises De Bellvilie’s Conduct. | 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 22.—The proceed- 
ings in Supreme Court chambers in the 
case of De Bellville vs. De Bellville. began 
by the reading of the long affidavit of Mrs. 
De Bellville and the accompanying docu- 
ments, setting forth her early acquaintance 
with De Bellville while he was playing an 
cngagement as an actor in Australia, her 
narriage to him there and his recognition of 
her as his wife in various ways. Mr. Bird 
read a number of letters written by Mr. 
De Bellville to the plaintiit as his wife 
and also the affidavit of the late Charies R. 
Thorne, Miss Sarah Jewett, Mr. and Mrs. 
Mowbray, and others of the Union Square 
Theater Company, to whom the defendant 
introduced the plaintiff as his wife. Ex- 
Judge Dittenheefer in reply read a tery long 
affidavit, which Judge Donohue pranounced 
the most extraordinary he had ever heard. 
The reading consumed an hour and a half, 
and embraced a series of of details of the al- 
leged meritorions relations between 
platatiff and de endant and a positive denial 
that they were ever married. 

MR. DE BELLVILLE SWORE 
that he was born in 1849, that neither 
be nor the plaintiff is a eitizen 
of this country, that he first appeared as an 
act. r on the French stage and since 1873 has 
played on the English stage, 
that in 1876 = he was married 
in London to Miss Julla J. Josephs, 
then thirty-five years old, who then lived in 


Loug Acres, London; that his marriage 
was recorded in the Bow street 
marriage registry; that he had the 
marriage certificate, but that the 


plaintiff tore it up that he received a legacy 
of 12,000 francs from hisuncle and bought a 
hotel which he conducted sevaral months 
and then sold out at a loss, receiving £250, 
that he found out soon after his 
marriage with Julia Josephs that she could 
neither read nor write, and that his life with 
her was so unhappy that he went away and 
resumed his profession of an actor. Mr. De 
Bellville swore that he became acquainted 
with the plaintiffina coffee-house in Mel- 
bourne, where upon first sight aud without 
introduction, in 1879, he reeéived encourage- 
ment from ter to form an acquaiatance, 
which ripened into the closest intimacy. He 
gave most prurient details of the continu- 
ance Of this intimacy. He said the plaintiff 
first told him her name was Mrs. J. B. Weir, 
then that her name was Wise,then chat it was 
Weaver, and he was informed that she had 


passed by the name of Sinclair. He 
admitted that he had often  recog- 
nized the plaintiff as his 


wife in Australia, but declared he had done 


this merely to conceal their meretricious 
relations, and that he could not have mar- 
ried her, because

waa and is now living. He denied the plain- 
tiff was a school-girl, enticed away from 
home by him, but averred that she was a 
pretended widow. He gave the details of 
several investigations which he said he made 
asto her character in Australia, which at 
first made him conclude to have no more tu 
do with her, but which, because of her de- 
ceiving explanations and his great love for 
her, he was obliged to overlook. Mr. De 
Bellville denied the aileged maltreatment of 
her, and asserted that he had given her a 
large proportion of his earnings, and that 
the alleged acts of violence on his 
part, to which she had made oath, were the 
result of her bad temper and jealousy. He 
said that his letters, nie gg her as his 
wife, were partof the plan deception 
agreed upon, in view of the fact that he 
could not =marry her. He admitted 
taking her to Geelong, Australia, as his wife, 
but denied that any marriage took place 
there as she has sworn. As tu the Arkansas 
divorce which he had claimed to have from 
his London wife, he said he had contemplat- 
ed getting it before his acquaintance with 

laintiff, and employed a lawyer named 
King, of Eighth street, to procure it for him 
ata cost of . 200. The service of notice on 
his wife was sent to her brother in London, 
and King gave him the decree of divorce, 
which he supposed was valid, until ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer told him it was liable to 
be attacked even in Arkansas. ‘‘Why have 
you set it up in these proceedings?” inter- 
rupted Mr. Bird. “You are as bad as King.” 
Mr. De Bellvilie’s affidavit recited 
MANY INSTANCES 
of disagreement with the plaintiff. At one 
time she blackened his eye. Atanother she 
hit him in the stomach and moved everything 
out of their room, not leaving him a comb. 
He said that after he had parted with the 
plaintiff in Chicago upon an agreement that 
she should leave him, he, believing that he 
had secured a divorce from his London wife, 
married Miss Ferdner, with whom hets now 
living as his wife. 
“Can you give the name of the minister 
who married you to Miss Ferduer?” Mr. 
Bird asked.

else,” said Judge Donohue, 
who appeared to bé growing somewhat im- 
patient. ‘He states things with at par- 
ticularity when they are in Australia, but he 
is not so precise about things near by.’ 
“But, your Honor, [ have given you many 
names, dates and places,” prutested Mr. Dit- 
tenhoefer.

Senatorial Caucus. 
WaAsnmineron, February 22.--A caucus of 
Republican members of the Senate was held 
this morning for the purpose of determining 
the order of business in regard to the matter 
of general legislation now pending.

The Corpses of Fifteen Children Im- 

pressively and Solemnly Interred. 

New York, February 22.—The funeral ser- 
vices over the bodies of fourteen of the fif- 
teen victims at the terrible accident at the 
Fourteenth Street Parochial School, took 
place this morning in the Church of the Most 
Holy Redeemer. where a solemn Requiem 
Mass was celebrated.

sald J. L. Van Note, of Chetopa, Kas. ‘The 
wheat came out from under the snow and 
looks as bright and healthy asadaisy. You 
see, we have a sandy soil out there, and the 
freezing at night and thawing out by 


other sections don’t injure our crop at all.” 


J.C. Ewald, George Bain, Alex H. Smith 
and Wm. Boyd were discussing the markets 
and the prospects for the crops when the re- 
porter run against them. 

“T saw C. H. Leybt, of Highland,” said 
President Ewald, ‘He says there is a finer 
prospect in his section for a larger crop of 
wheat this year than there was last year.” 

“The crop was not very es around him,” 
remarked George Bain. ‘“‘Leybt is well post- 
ed. He is agent for about twenty millers 
around in his section, and ships all their flour 
to Europe.” 

“lL also saw Corkerill, of Jerseyville, going 
up in the train to Springfield the other 
night,” went on President Ewald. ‘He says 
the outlook for a larger and finer yield in his 
section than last year is good. ‘The same 
says Meyer, of Carlinville. The snow went 
off the ground leaving the wheat sound and 
green. Schelinger, of Mascoutah, tells the 
saine tale of fine prospects, and that if noth- 
ing happens between now and harvest the 
crop will be very large.” 

“You might say,” said Geo. Bain, ‘‘that 
the river has not got over Grasmuck’s farm 
yet and Billy expects to raise a fine crop of 

o. 2 wheat from the rejected he put in this 
winter.” | 
TRADING ON THE CURB.

POVERTY THE PLEA. 


Why Mrs. Pottle Should Not be 
Granted a Divorce. 


Allegation That the Wife Objected to the “‘l 
Obey” at the Marriage Ceremony--A Sad 
Story of Domestic Life. 


Judge Lubke is engaged with the trial of 
a divorce case which is attracting some at- 
tention. At the October term last year 
Judge Van Wagoner filed a petition in be- 
half of Mrs. Emily T. Pottite against her 
husband, Moses L. Pottle. The Pottles at 
one time were well known St. 
Louis. Mr. Pottie held a $4,000 position with 
the American Central Insurance Company, 
and his family moved in good circles. Mr. 
Pottle subseqnently caught the speculative 
fever and met with heavy_losses in grain 
and cotton. He moved to Chicago to better 
his condition and became a victiinof the 
bucket-shop. ; 

His wife and family came back to St. 
Louis, and Mrs. Pottle set to work earning a 
living for herself and children by giving mu- 
sic lessons. She testified that the marriage 
took place at Syracuse, New York, Septem- 
ber, 18, 1860. She lived with her husband in 
this city until 1873, and two children were 
born here, Eddie Pottle, a boy now sixteen 
years of age, earning $40 a month in a subor- 
dinate capacity at the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and Lottie, a young lady of nineteen, a pupil 
of the Art School! at Cincinnati. In 1875 the 
family removed to Chicago and re- 
mained there five years. Mrs. Pottle 
stated that she always treated her husband 
with kindness and affection. 

WHILE THEY WERE LIVING IN CHICAGO 
her husband complained of bis embarTassed 
circumstances and persuaded his wife to 
come back to St. Louis with the children for 
a time, in order that he could turn hiin- 
self round, He proposed to send for them as 
soon as ne could better hiscondition. Being 
anxious to relieve her husband of the burden 
of her support, Mrs. Potile came here with 
her children in 1878, and it was understood 
thatin three or four months the family 
would be reunitedin Chicago. They never 
went back, however, and Mrs. Pottle stated 
that from the timie she left 
her husband in Chicago to the present 
he has only contributed $20 for the support of 
the famiiy; that she believes now it was the 
intention of her husband in 1878 to desert 
and abandon his family when he sent them 
to St. Louis. Mrs. Pottle has been obliged 

to support herself and family, although 
in poor - health, for upwards of 
four years. Atone time she sent her hus- 
band a railroad pass to come here and join 
his family, but he did not avai! himself of it. 
Another time Mrs. Pottle sent him money 
for a suit of clothes. 

The husband appeared in court, represent- 
ed by Luther N. Shreve, of Chicago, formerly 
a leading member of this bar in criminal 
eases. Mr. Shreve adopts the old-fashioned 
swallow-tail coat for court garb, aud he con- 
ducts hisexaminations with peculiar gravity 
and precision. Heasked his client on the 
stand whether it was not true that friends 
had furnished him with the means of coming 
here to attend the triai and that he was be- 
ing defended by an _ old friend of 
thirty-four years’ standing. 

THE WITNESS REPLIED WiTH EMOTION 
in the affirmative. His answer to his wife’s 
bili of complaint. is chiefly poverty. He ad- 
mitted that in 1878 he indulged the hope 
that matters in Chicago on the ‘“‘open Board 
of Trade’’ would take a favorable turn, and 
that when his family returned to St. 
Louis he hoped soon to ve able to send for 
them. He was subsequentiy taken sick, but 
after thathe tried to save up $300. He had 
thatsum to his credit on account of com- 
missions, but be lost it by reason of the 
failure of others. ‘Then he Was 
taken down with rheumatism. He denied 
that his wife had alwavs been kind and 
affectionate, but state. tuat she nad at times 
been restless and extravagant and often un- 
kind in manner and expression, and that 
when Kindly urged by him to abstain there- 


from she tauntingly declared that when 
her  husband’s ; riches vanished her 
love for him went out of 


the window. In St. Louis Mrs. Pottle and 
children have remained in the family of her 
brother-in-Jaw, G. Matt.son, weigher for the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and her husband, in 
consideration of the home thus furnished 
them, conveyed some real es ate in Texas to 
Mr. Mattison. Mr. Shreve proposed to 
introduce evidence to show that at the mar- 
riage ceremony Mrs. Pottie objected to

Mr. Pottle was an emotional wituess, and 
more t an once said that such was his love 
for his family he would lay down his life for 
them at any moment.

Judge Puillips appears for 
Mrs. Pottie. The trial will be resumed to- 
morrow morning. The lady appears to have 
a'lthe sympathy on her side. She related 
on the witness stand how her 
husband had yinched her in 
matters of clothing.

The divorce is resisted by the 
husband so as to prevent estrangement on 
the part of the children.

Klopes With a Butcher. 


The wife of ex-Deputy City Marshal 
Sabini, who bas kept a saloon on Pine street 
east of the vid Comique Theater lot has 
eloped with a man named Thomas 
Stringer, a wholesale and retail butcher 
doing business at No. 1751 North Ninth 
street. For some time past Mr. Sabini has 
had reason to complain of bad treatment on 
the part of his wife, a remarkably 
handsome blonde of about thirty, though 
until his eyes were opened yesterday 
he never believed that she was guilty of any- 
thing worse towards him than coldness and 
neglect. To his intimate friends he com- 
plained at times that his wife’s conduct was 
making his life miserable, at the same time 
derending her from adverse criticism, and 
claiming that it was acase of ‘‘mother-in- 
law in the family.’’

On Tuesday in Chicago a Coroner’s Jury 
viewed the bruised and blackened body of a 
healthy, well-tormed young woman of 
twenty-six, who had been literally beaten to 
death by her husband in the presence of their 
little daughter. The husband was a mild- 
eyed, meek looking man, but he admitted 
that he had strapped his wife and that he 
found her dead in the morning. He said she 
was drunk. The little girl denied that her 
mother ever got drunk, and then described 
how her father had dragged the mother 
from the bed, beaten and slammed her 
about over the room, finally tearing all her 
clothes off and beating her with a knotted 
strap till she could no longer plead 
for mercy and he was himself exhausted 
-by his own violence. The simple story of 
the little girl dipicted a scene of cruelty and 
horror such as no novel-writer has ever at- 
tempted to sketch. Relatives testified that 
he had long been in the habit of beating his 
wife. But as no one thought it would end so 
seriously, and as the Jaw proviaes no ade- 
quate restraints in such cases, the husband 
continued to indulge his passion for wife- 
beating until the poor woman was tortured 
to death. ‘The public willnow have to bear 
the heavy cost of trying, hanging and bury- 
ing him; whereas, if the strong arm of the 
law bad taken hold of him and laid thirty- 
nine lashes on his bare back the first time he 
whipped his wife, the poor woman’s life 
would probably lave been saved and many 
other women unhappily married to human 
brutes would have been protected from simi- 
lar abuse. We mention this as a fact with- 
out, in any sense, advocating the whipping- 
post.

Cairo, ILu., February 21.—The two riv- 
ers now up to our levee tops are the objects 
of universal attention. Business is almost 
entirely suspended not that an overflow is 
imminent. but during this period of un- 
certainty the public is making: no purchases 
except what is necessary for immediate 
wants.

Since that time 
Joplin has grown to be a city of 12,000 inhab 
itants, and with a growth indicating that 
she will have 20,000 inhabitants within the 
next five years. These facts together with 
the vast development of the western part of 
the county, renders the Joplin terms of the 
circuit court a necessity. A movement 1s 
now on foo by a few persons in Carthage 
to abolish the two terms of circuit court how 
held in Joplin, and also to build a $50,000 
court-house in Carthage. This is regarded 
as very unjust by the people here, and the 
above deiegation went up to Carthage yes- 
terday to see if the differences could not be 
amicably adjusted.

Sudden Death of the Editor of the St.

A Week 
ago last Monday he disappeared from 
where he boarded, on Twenty-fourth near 
Washington avenue, and was nut heard of 
until last Monday.

When he reap- 
peared last Monday he was herv .us and bad- 
ly disordered, and this morning left 
the house before six o'clock, starting 
down Washington avenue. Aé the south- 
east corner of f'wenty-iirst and Washington 
avenue he feil on the sidewalk, where a pe- 
destrian and Private Watchman Schinitt- 
gens found him in an unconscivus condition. 
Lhey removed him to the saloon on the 
soulneast corner, where he died.
